MOSCOW, M arch 9 UP — P rim e 
M inister Malenko v placed Jo seph 
Stalin’s bo dy in the Lenin to m b to ­ 
day and declared the m ain task o f 
Stalin’s successo rs is to preserv e 
peace. There was no hint o f any 
change in po licy to w ard Ko rea, 
ho wever. 
The new P rim e M inister deliv­ 
ered the m am funeral o ratio n at 
Bed Square serv ices fo r the fallen 
leader. Expressing ho pe that peace 
m ay co me to pass, he declared 
such peace m ust be “ suppo rted 
and co nfirm ed by facts.’’

yet kno w. But it seem ed po ssible 
the new go v ernm ent m ight under­ 
take a series o f actio ns so o n to 
dram atize its po licies and to sho w 
ho w firm ly it grips the wheel o f 
autho rity.

The Skysweeper 
The Army has proudly unveiled a new gun for 
anti-aircraft d e fu se which seems to come close to the 
ultim ate: Pushbutton w^arfare. Apparently this new 
“Skysweeper” is a refinem ent on an earlier model 
which had possibilities but a few bugs in it. 
The new Skysweeper is a complete package. T hat 
is, it consists of a 10-ton barrel, breech, base, and 
carriage, while the auto loading magazines and the 
radar control are part of the same unit. The radar 
antenna, which restlessly scans the full 180-degree 
sweep of the horizon once every 40 seconds, is separate 
but small enough to be highly portable. 
The n e^ gun dem onstrates malevolent accuracy In 
tracking a jMane zipping overhead. With no hum an 
bging near it. the gun picks up the plane, swings its 
muzzle to the proper lead—the preciseness of which 
every duck hunter will appreciate — and pumps 45 
rounds of high explosive shells into the plane during 
the course of one minute. 
The caliber—75 m m —makes it a smaller weapon 
than the Army’s standard 90 mm gun, and therefore 
the form er’s range, presumably, isn’t as great, but no 
■ doubt still effective a t altitudes of three or four miles. 
As modern bombing runs go, this is a “medium level” 
run. Presumably the Army will re-equip anti-aircraft 
batteries with these guns as fast as they are available. 
The new gun doesn’t make the nation’s defense 
screen against enemy air attack impenetrable. The 
radar th a t is the eyes of this gun has inherent faults 
—there are blind spots at low altitudes, and it is 
susceptible to enemy jamming. But until such time as 
high altitude ground-to-air homing mis.siles are per­ 
fected, there is no point in complacency. 
Even in the latter eventuality the balance will only 
be temporarily with defense. For th a t is the way with 
a weapons race. 


A Big Job Under Way 
A huge job, which should have been undertaken 
years ago, is finally receiving serious attention. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower the other day brought together 
federal officials, congressional leaders and a group of 
state governors to discuss the whole vast problem 
created by exLsting relations between the federal gov­ 
ernm ent and the state.s. 
The conference agreed th a t a commission should 
be set up to study the subject further — and, as a 
result, the necessary bill will be prepared in time for 
action at thLs session of Congress. 
As blueprinted by the conference, the commission 
would be made up of approximately 25 persons to be 
named by the President. Congress and the Governors 
Conference. 
The commission would review not only the subject 
of federal and state taxes, in the hope of bringing 
some order to the array of conflicting levies th a t 
makes for duplication of effort and injustice, but also 
the plethora of federal-state programs m eant to pro­ 
vide social security, national highways, expert advice 
for farm ers, school lunches, and all tlie rest. 
These 
m utual 
programs have 
expanded 
and 
multiplied until they represent a huge expenditure 
and A considerable bureaucracy. Between 1915 and 
1947, it has been estim ated, federal grants to states 
increased from $5,488,000 to $1,119,000,000. 
If the commission were to succeed in nothing 
more th an persuading Congress and the state legis­ 
latures to rationalize the tax system —or lack of sys­ 
tem —it would be of trem endous benefit to the country. 
But there is need for a thorough-going inquiry into the 
thirvgs the 
federal 
government 
aims 
to 
achieve 
through grants-in-ald. Are the alms w arranted? Are 
they being achieved? Are they being achieved effi­ 
ciently and economically? These questions should be 
answered. 
They will not be answered over night. But the 
length of time the study will take is one more reason 
for getting it under way as soon as po.ssible. 


Tornado Season Here 
Spring, with its warm, sunny climate, its rejuvena­ 
tion of nature, and the general feeling of good will it 
brings, traditionally acts as a “shot in the arm ” for 
the weary hum an, miserably emerging from another 
hard, cold winter. 
However, it seems th at even Mother N ature’s be.st 
necessitates some evil, for March to July are the 
tornado months. 
W eather officials throughout the nation already 
are setting the wheels in motion for their annual 
tornado warning nervice. 
Twisters, which usually move acrass country at 
speeds between 30 to 40 miles per hour, are capable 
of reaching internal speeds (speeds within their own 
funnel vortex) of from 675 to 1300 miles per hour. 
Because of the frequency of tornados (the yearly 
average is 153) and the loss of life and huge property 
damage Involved, it would be an excellent idea for 
everyone to report any of nature's devilments to the 
nearest U. S. W eather Bureau, as soon as tornado 
conditions are observed.

Painful Walking 


Poor circulation is responsible 
for the pain th at develops in the 
calf of the leg after walking a 
block or two. This sym ptom is 
known technically as interm ittent 
claudication and occurs w henever 
the large leg artery is obstructed 
by such conditions as B uerger’s 
disease or arteriosclerosis. 


Interm ittent claudication is easy 
to recognize. After going a certain 
distance the calf of one leg or the 
other 
(rarely 
both) 
begins 
to 
tighten, followed by cram ping. As 
soon as pain becom es unbearable 
the individual stops. After a few 
m om ents, distress subsides and he 
is able to continue an eqiu^ dis­ 
tance 
before 
the 
cycle 
repeats 
itself. 


The 
distance 
each 
individual 
w alks before encountering pain is 
directly proportional to the loss of 
circulation. Those with m inor im ­ 
pairm ent m ay be able to go a mile, 
or 
half 
this 
distance 
in 
cold 
w eather, up an incline, or against 
a strong wind. When the altera­ 
tion in the blood flow is m ore 
.severe, the victim m ay be forced 
to give up after one-quarter to 
one-half block. But regardless of 
the degree of circu’latory restric­ 
tions, the m ajority agree that pain 
disappears within a m inute when 
they stand quietly and give the 
calf m uscle a rest. 


Several y ears ago one of m y 
elderly 
interm ittent 
claudication 
patients added a new wrinkle to 
this disease. He had just left his 
house in a quiet, residential dis­ 
trict and w as walking tow ard the 
end of the block when he felt a 
cram p com ing on. This would not 
be unusual except th at a 
lady 
whom he recognized as the neigh­ 
borhood gossip was com ing from 
the other way. 
Ho could stand 
the discom fort no longer and stood 
still about 30 feet in front of her. 
As she walked by, she m um bled 
“ fresh” and my patient w as so 
em barrassed 
he there«fter 
used 
the alley by day. He also prefers 
streets with stores so that when 
pain arises he can pretend to be 
looking at the m erchandise on dis­ 
play.

1831. He noted th at older horses, 
alter walking or running a certain 
distance, would stop, dead and re­ 
fuse to budge, even though whip­ 
ped, until they m ade up their mind 
to do so. On post-m ortem , 
ad­ 
vanced hardening of the arteries 
was found in these horses.

To overcom e the handicap, 
the surgeon m akes a new connec­ 
tion to by-pass the narrow ed artery 
so that the blood can be shunted 
into the lungs.

This reversal m ay be a wise one

However, it is also im portant to 
consider the possibility th at Stalin s 
death m ay be the one m om ent 
when the people of Russia could 


m ore easily be divided from their 
m asters in the Krem lin.

Kremlin Power Balance 


WASHINGTON. 


Reading the riddle of the Soviet 
governm ent is due to be a fash­ 
ionable gam e for m any a long day. 
Only very tentative answ ers are 
given, as yet, by the sm all group 
of A m erican experts who truly 
know the K rem lin and its person­ 
alities. 
For w hat these answ ers 
arc w orth—and they are at least 
w orth m ore than the positive an­ 
sw ers achieved by m ental tele­ 
pathy—they are crudely as follows; 
F irst, Georgi Malenkov is chief 
of state but not as yet dictator, the 
m ost powerful but not as yet all 
powerful, boss but not as yet ty­ 
rant. 
Second, allotm ent of other posts 
suggests 
an 
intricately 
adjusted 
balance of power, which m ay break 
down. 
^ 
Third, the design has plainly been 
m ade wtih particular deference to 
the Red arm y, which m ay conceiv­ 
ably play a m ajor role in any 
breakdown of the power balance, 
as arm ies often do in tyrant-states. 
The new design with these pecu­ 
liar features is considered to have 
been the personal handiwork of Sta­ 
lin, It is too com plex to have been 
produced in a few frantic days of 
jealousy-charged 
leaders’ 
m eet­ 
ings, in the anxious anti-room of 
Stalin’s death cham ber. Most prob­ 
ably Stalin actually reorganized 
the Soviet governm ent and put the 
reorganized m achine to work in the 
shadows, before the party Congress 
som e m onths ago. 


Y ounger Men Powerful 


The light now has been let in, pre­ 
cisely because this is regarded as 
a tim e of em ergency. 
Stalin him ­ 
self stayed in the shadows until 
the em ergency of the last w ar, 
when he assum ed form al responsi­ 
bility as Soviet chief of state. 
In 
the sam e m anner, his form er sub­ 
ordinates have now em erged from 
the shadows in the em ergency of 
S talin’s death, to take form al re ­ 
sponsibility for their respective sec­ 
tors of the vast state organization. 
Thus Vyshinski, who w as foreign 
m inister in nam e only, has stepped 
down to let Molotov becom e foreign 
m inister in nam e as well as in 
fact. 
W hat has happened m ust be bet­ 
ter for Stalin’s generation. Of Sta­ 
lin’s two old friends and com rades 
in arm s, Molotov as foreign m in­ 
ister has a dangerous responsibil­ 
ity but little power; while Voroshi­ 
lov as the new “ president” of the 
Soviets has a front-m an’s job. The 
younger men have the real levers 
of power in its hands. 
The m ain levers of power are 
held by M alenkov of course, who is 
the recognized chief of state and 
stands at the head of the state bu­ 
reaucracy; by Beria. the interior 
m inister, who has behind him the 
terrible power of the secret police; 
and by Bulganin, the w ar m inister, 
who has the Red arm y, air force 


and fleet under his control. 
As 
Malenkov has long been m anager of 
patronage, M alenkov undoubtedly 
has his own men in key places In 
the police and in the defense forces. 
But he is not thought to enjoy Sta­ 
lin’s form er full power over them . 
The very nature of the design 
hints at a trium virate in which 
Malenkov has first, place, just as 
C aesar had first place, m ost of the 
tim e, in the trium virate of C aesar, 
Pompey and Crassus. The idea of 
a trium virate is further confirm ed | 
by the obvious attem pt to conciliate 
the Red arm y. Not only has Voro­ 
shilov, whom the soldiers love, been 
given his conspicious front m an ’s 
place. 
More significantly, M ar­ 
shall Shukov. the World W ar Two 
hero whom Malenkov is reliably 
reputed to detect, has suddenly 
cropped up as deputy defense m in­ 
ister. 


Alliance Is Doubted 


There are m any uncertainties as 
to details of the new design. M alen­ 
kov and Beria m ay still be p art­ 
ners. as in the past. 
But this is 
doubted. 
Malenkov 
m ay 
have 
formed a new partnership with the 
coming m an. K hrushchev. 
This 
ruthless figure, who stam ped out 
the U kranian insurgents after the 
war, has now been given control 
of the Com munist p arty bureau­ 
cracy. But the existence of a Mal- 
enkov-Khrushchev alliance is also 
doubted by some. 
Again, it is expected th at the old 
politburo system of policy-m aking 
by com m ittee will now be revived. 
But will the successor to the Polit­ 
buro be the very sim ilar presidium 
of the Com munist party, now re ­ 
duced to ten m em bers and three 
alternates’? 
Or has the party a t 
last Yielded first place to the state? 
In that case the true successor of 
the Politburo will be the sm aller 
presidum of the Council of Minis­ 
ters, composed of M alenkov, B eria, 
Bulganin and the Soviet industrial 
production-chief, Kaganovich. 
Such problem s cannot now be re­ 
solved. 
Indeed, no one can even 
foresee w hether the ensuing power 
struggle will be serious, or who 
w’ill come out on top in the end. It 
is a strange dram a, with the im- 
m enselv fat. cunning, cruel, string- 


p u l l c r , ' Malenkov, sotting out to 
dom inate and control all the vast 
and surging forces of the w idest 
and m ost absolute em pire the world 
has ever seen. 
Will his colleagues knuckle un­ 
der to this strange new chief? Will 
Mao Tse-Tung. who could argue 
with Stalin, bow to the authority of 
Malenkov? 
And w hat of the sol­ 
diers? How will they like this chill 
super-bureaucrat and heavy-flesh­ 
ed intriguer? 
No one can tell. No 
one in the West can do better, in­ 
deed. than follow the wise rule of 
hoping for the best and preparing 
for the worst.

The Parties 


P resident 
Eisenhower 
has 
ap­ 
parently found a m ethod of w ork­ 
ing with Congress despite the m a­ 
jority of only one which the Re­ 
publicans have in the Senate. The 
m argin is so narrow th at actually 
the Congress could not conduct 
its work without the aid of the 
D em ocrats. 


The form ula which G eneral E is­ 
enhower therefore has adopted in­ 
volves a bipartisan approach with­ 
out lessening the* individuality of 
cither party. It is a difficult for­ 
m ula to use because it runs coun­ 
te r to the two-party system which 
is fundam ental in the Am erican 
political 
concept. 
Yet, 
necessity 
has imposed it upon the Congress 
and it is working with greater suc­ 
cess than anyone had anticipated. 
This is due in a m easure to P resi­ 
dent Eisenhow er’s personal popu­ 
larity, but m uch m ore to the p at­ 
riotism of Senators Taft, Bridges. 
Russell and Byrd and to the com ­ 
petence of G eneral Wilton B. P e r­ 
sons, the White House liaison with 
the Capitol. 


Policies and attitudes are dis­ 
cussed In advance, particularly 
as regards foreign relations. 
The Republicans do not have a 
monopoly of Inform ation; the 
D em ocrats are Informed and 
consulted at the sam e tim e. 
A series of bipartisan m eet­ 
ings and lunches take place at 
which serious m atters of state 
are discussed. 


Another phase of this program 
is 
the 
rigid 
recognition of* the 
division of power in accordance 
with the Constitution. 
This 
was 
m ade clear by President Eisen­ 
hower and Secretary of State John 
F oster Dulles in relation to the 
investigations of the M cCarthy and 
Jenner com m ittees. Dulles Raid: 
. . Congress is a co-ordinate 
branch of the governm ent. It has 
broad 
jxiwers 
of 
investigation. 
These powers m ust be re.spected 
and so far as I am concerned, 
they will be respected.” 


In a word. Congress has its con­ 
stitutional functions which the ex­ 
ecutive respects: the executive has 
its constitutional functions which 
it expects the Congress to respect. 
Each can aid the other. As this 
has not been the atm osphere in 
W ashington for som e 20 years, it 
com es som ew hat as a shock to 
those governm ent em ployes who 
have regarded the executive as su­ 
perior to Congress, and the Consti- 
tuti«n as an im pedim ent to person­ 
al power. 


In this clim ate, the two-party 
»ystem continues to thrive 
Ad- 
lai Stevenson will watcb-dog the 
Republicans as a m em ber of the 


loyal opposition but not a* a per­ 
sonal enem y. Stevenson, who is 
philosophically m inded, does not

It is equally fortunate th at

party is a substitute for revolu­ 
tion. 
Again and again countries 
would have been plunged into civil 
w ar had not blcxxlless elections be­ 
com e a substitute for arm ed in­ 
surrection. This m ethod of peace­ 
ful settlem ent, first worked out 
in England in the 18th and 19th 
centuries, has spread into this and 
other countries and is generally 
recognized as a trium ph of civil­ 
ization. . .” 


It would be a cruel trick of his­ 
tory if an era of co-operation des­ 
troyed the two-party system , for

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The Skysweeper 
The Army has proudly unveiled a new gun for 
anti-aircraft defuse which seems to come close to the 
ultimate: Pushbutton warfare. Apparently this new 
“Skysweeper*’ is a refinement on an earlier model 
which had possibilities but a few bugs in It. 
The new Skysweeper is a complete package. That 
is, It consists of a 10-ton barrel, breech, base, and 
carriage, while the auto loading magazines and the 
radar control are part of the same unit. The radar 
antenna, which restlessly scans the full 180-degree 
sweep of the horizon once every 40 seconds, is separate 
but small enough to be highly portable. 
The nett gun demonstrates malevolent accuracy In 
tracking a »*ane zipping overhead. With no human 
tying near it the gun picks up the plane, swings its 
muzzle to the proper lead—the preciseness of which 
every duck hunter will appreciate — and pumps 45 
rounds of high explosive shells into the plane during 
the course of one minute 
The caliber—75 mm—makes it a smaller weapon 
than the Army’s standard 90 mm gun, and therefore 
the former’s range, presu rn ably, isn t as great, but no 
doubt still effective at altitudes of three or four miles. 
As modern bombing runs go, this is a “medium level” 
run. Presumably the Army will re-equip anti-aircraft 
batteries with these guns as fast as they are available. 
The new gun doesn’t make the nation’s defense 
screen against enemy air attack impenetrable. The 
radar that is the eyes of this gun has inherent faults 
—there are blind spots at low altitudes, and it is 
susceptible to enemy Jamming. But until such time as 
high altitude ground-to-air homing missiles are per­ 
fected. there is no point in complacency. 
Even in the latter eventuality the balance will only 
be temporarily with defense. For that Is the way with 
a weapons race. 


A Big Job Under Way 
A huge job. which should have been undertaken 
years ago, is finally receiving serious attention. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower the other day brought together 
federal officials, congressional leaders and a group of 
state governors to discuss the whole vast problem 
created by existing relations between the federal gov­ 
ernment and the states. 
The conference agreed that a commission should 
be set up to study the subject further — and, as a 
result, the necessary bill will be prepared In time for 
action at this session of Congress. 
As blueprinted by the conference, the commission 
would be made up of approximately 25 persons to be 
named by the President, Congress and the Governors 
Conference. 
The commission would review not only the subject 
of federal and state taxes, in the hope of bringing 
some order to the array of conflicting levies that 
makes for duplication of effort and injustice, but also 
the plethora of federal-state programs meant to pro­ 
vide social security, national highways, expert advice 
for farmers, school lunches, and all the rest. 
These mutual 
programs have expanded 
and 
multiplied until they represent a huge expenditure 
and a considerable bureaucracy. Between 1915 and 
1947, it has been estimated, federal grants to states 
increased from $5,488,000 to $1,119,000,000 
If the commission were to succeed In nothing 
more than persuading Congress and the state legis­ 
latures to rationalize the tax system—or lack of sys­ 
tem—it would be of tremendous benefit to the country 
But there is need for a thorough-going inquiry Into the 
things the 
federal 
government 
aims 
to 
achieve 
through grants-in-aid. Are the aims warranted? Are 
they being achieved^ Are they being achieved effi­ 
ciently and economically? These questions should be 
answered. 
They will not be answered over night But the 
length of time the study will take is one more reason 
for getting it under way as soon as possible. 


Tornado Season Here 
Spring, with its warm, sunny climate, its rejuvena­ 
tion of nature, and the general feeling of good wlil it 
brings, traditionally acts as a “shot in the arm ” for 
the weary human, miserably emerging from another 
hard, cold winter. 
However, it seems that even Mother Nature’s best 
necessitates some evil, for March to July are the 
tornado months. 
Weather officials throughout the nation already 
are setting the wheels in motion for their annual 
tornado warning service 
Twisters, which usually move across country at 
speeds between 30 to 40 miles per hour, are capable 
of reaching internal speeds (speeds within their own 
funnel vortex) of from 675 to 1300 miles per hour. 
Because of the frequency of tornados (the yearly 
average is 153) and the loss of life and huge property 
damage involved, it would be an excellent idea for 
everyone to report any of natures devilments to the 
nearest U. S. Weather Bureau, as soon as tornado 
conditions are observed.

a strong wind. When the a ltera ­ 
tion in the 
blood flow 
is 
m ore 
severe, the victim m a y be forced 
to give up after one-qu arter to 
one-half block. But reg ardless of 
the degree of circulatory restric­ 
tions, the m ajo rity ag ree th at pain 
d isap p ears within a m inute when 
they stand quietly and give the 
calf m uscle a rest.

Reading the riddle of the Soviet 


g ov ernm ent is due to be a fash­ 


ionable g am e for m a n y a long day. 
Only very tentative answ ers a re 
given, as yet, by the sm all group 
of 
A m erican 
ex perts 
who truly 
know the K rem lin and its person­ 
alities. 
F o r w hat these answ ers 
a re w orth—and they a re at least 
w orth m ore than the positive an ­ 
sw ers 
achieved 
by 
m ental 
tele­ 
p a th y —they a re crudely as follows: 
First. Georgi M alenkov is chief 
of state but not as yet dictator, the 
m ost powerful but not as yet all 
powerful, boss but not as yet ty­ 
ran t. 
Second, allotm ent of other posts 
suggests 
an 
intricately 
adjusted 
balance of power, which m ay break 
down. 
* 
Third, the design has plainly been 
m a d e wtih p articu lar deference to 
the Red a rm y , which m a y conceiv­ 
ably play a m a jo r role in any 
breakdow n of the pow er balance, 
as arm ies often do in tyrant-state*. 
The new design with these pecu­ 
lia r features is considered to have 
boon the personal handiw ork of Sta­ 
lin. 
It is too com plex to have been 
produced in a few frantic days of 
jealousy-charged 
leaders* 
m eet­ 
ings, in the anxious anti-room of 
Stalin's death ch am be r. Most prob­ 
ably 
Stalin 
actually 
reorganized 
the Soviet governm ent and put the 
reorganized m achine to work in the 
shadow s, before the p arty Congress 
so m e m onths ago. 


Younger Men Powerful 


The light now has been let in. pre­ 
cisely because this is reg arded os 
a tim e of em erg ency . 
Stalin him ­ 
self stayed in the shadows until 
th e e m ergen cy of the last w ar, 
w hen he assum ed form al responsi­ 
bility as Soviet chief of state. 
In 
th e sa m e m an n er, his form er sub­ 
ord in ates have now em erg ed from 
th e shadow s in the em ergen cy of 
S talin ’s death, to take form al re ­ 
sponsibility for th eir respective sec­ 
tors of the vast state organization. 
Thus Vyshinski, who w as foreign 
m in ister in n am e only, h as stepped 
down to lot Molotov becom e foreign 
m in ister in n am e as well as in 
fact. 
W hat has h appened m ust be bet­ 
te r for Stalin's generation. Of Sta­ 
lin ’s two old friends and com rades 
in a rm s, Molotov as foreign m in­ 
ister has a dang ero us responsibil­ 
ity but little pow er: while Voroshi­ 
lov as the new “ presid en t” of the 
Soviets has a fron t-m an ’s job. The 
younger m en have the real levers 
of pow er in its hands. 
Tlie m ain levers of power are 
held by M alenkov of course, who is 
the recognized chief of state and 
stan ds at the head of the state bu­ 
re a u c racy : by B eria. the interior 
m inister, who h a s behind him the 
terrible power of the secret police; 
and by Bulganin, the w ar m inister, 
who h as the Red a rm y , air force

an d fleet under his control. 
As 
M alenkov has long been m an a g e r of 


patronage, Malenkov* undoubtedly 


has his own m en in key places in 


the police and in the defense forces. 
B ut he is not thought to enjoy Sta­ 


lin's form er full power over them . 


The very natu re of the design 


hints at a triu m v irate in which 
Malenkov has first, place, just as 
C aesar had first place, most of the 
tim e, in the triu m v irate of C aesar, 
P om p ey and Crassus. The idea of 
a trium virate is fu rth er confirm ed 
by the obvious attem p t to conciliate 
the Red arm y. 
Not only has Voro­ 
shilov, whom the soldiers love, been 
given his conspicuous front m an s 
place. 
More 
significantly, 
M ar­ 
shall Shukov, the World W ar Two 
hero whom Malenkov is reliably 
reputed 
to detect, has suddenly 
cropped up as deputy defense min­ 
ister. 


Alliance Is Doubted 


T here are m any uncertainties a s 
to details of the new design. M alen­ 
kov and Beria m ay still be p a rt­ 
ners, as in the past. 
But this is 
doubted. 
M alenkov 
m ay 
have 
form ed a new* p a rtn ersh ip with the 
coming 
m an. 
K hrushchev. 
This 
ruthless figure, who stam p ed out 
the U kram an insurgents after the 
w ar, has now been given control 
of the C om m unist p a rty bu reau­ 
cracy. 
But the existence of a Mal- 
enkov-K hrushchev alliance is also 
doubted by some. 
Again, it is expected th at the old 
politburo system of policy-m aking 
by com m ittee will now be revived. 
B ut will the successor to the Polit­ 
b uro be the very sim ilar presidium 
of the C om m unist p arty , now re ­ 
duced to ten m e m b ers and th ree 
altern ates? 
Or has the p a rty a t 
last yielded first place to the state? 
In that case the true successor r f 
the Politburo will be the sm aller 
presidum of the Council of Minis­ 
te rs, composed of Malenkov, B e n a , 
B ulganin and the Soviet industrial 
production-chief, Kaganovich. 
Such problem s cannot now be re­ 
solved. 
Indeed, no one can even 
foresee w hether the ensuing power 
struggle will be serious, or who 
will come out on top in the end. 
It 
is a strang e d ra m a , with the im ­ 
m ensely fat, cunning, cruel, string- 
puller, 
Malenkov, 
setting out to 
d om inate and control all the vast 
and surging forces of the widest 
and m ost absolute em p ire the w*orld 
h a s ev er seen. 
Will his colleagues knuckle un­ 
d e r to this strange new chief? Will 
M ao Tse-Tung. who could arg u e 
with Stalin, bow to the authority of 
M alenkov? 
And w hat of the sol­ 
diers? 
How will they like this chili 
super-b ureau crat and heavy-flesh­ 
ed intriguer? 
No one can tell. 
No 
one in the West can do better, in­ 
deed. than follow the wise rule of 
hoping for the best and preparing 
for the worst.

The Parties 


P residen t 
E isenhow er

paren tly found a m ethod of w ork­ 


ing with Congress despite the m a ­ 
jority of only one which the Re­ 


publicans have in the Senate. The 
m arg in is so narro w th at actually 
the Congress could 
not 
conduct 
its work without the aid of the 
D em ocrats. 


The formula which G eneral Eis­ 
enhow er therefore has adopted in­ 
volves a bipartisan approach with­ 
out lessening the* individuality of 
eith er party. It is a difficult for­ 
m ula to use b ecau se it runs coun­ 
te r to the tw o-party system which 
is fundam ental in the A m erican 
political 
concept. 
Yet, 
necessity 
h as imposed it upon the Congress 
an d it is working with g re ater suc­ 
cess than anyone had anticipated. 
This is due in a m e a su re to P re si­ 
d en t E isenhow er’s personal popu­ 
larity, but m uch m ore to the p at­ 
riotism of S enators Taft, Bridges, 
Russell and Byrd and to the com ­ 
petence of G eneral Wilton B. P e r­ 
sons, the White House liaison with 
the Capitol.

In a word, Congress has its con­ 
stitutional functions which the ex­ 
ecutive respects; the executive has 
its constitutional functions which 
it expects the C ongress to respect. 
E a c h can aid the other. As this 
h as not been the atm o sph ere in 
W ashington for som e 20 years, it
